IN CANADA AND IN BRITAIN

The | following news item ap- 
pears in the London papers: of 


June ‘Vth; 

A proclamation was made on 
Tuesday by the king under the 
military Service Act. (No 2), 1918 
withdtawing the exemptions 
held by men born in.1900. It will 
be recalled that the ‘‘clean cut’’ 
was applied to men born in the 
years 1895 to 1899 inclusive by the 
proclamation of April 20. 

The present proclamation, after 
reciting that ‘‘a national emergen- 
cy has arisen.’’ directs that ‘‘as 
from June 8th, the certificates of 
excmption from military service 
specified in the First Schedule to 
this proclamation shall cease to 
have effect.’’ Applications for 
certificates of exemption, it is pro- 
vided, may be made in the special 
cascs and subject to the provisions 
specified in the Second Schedule. 

In Canada, the exemption cer-- 
tificates of the men of twenty and 
twenty two have been cancelled. 
The result has been all kinds of 
wild talk about these certificates 
being treated as scraps of paper, 
the government breaking faith 
with the farmers, ete, ete. 

The above shows that in Britain 
not only have the exemption cer- 
tificates of men of these ages been 
cancelled, but those of men of 
eighteen, nineteen and twenty- 
three as well. But one searches 
in vain in English papers for any 
denunciation of the government 
cn the lines of that which we hear 
in Canada, 

Not only has the ‘‘elean eut’’ 
of all exemptions of men of these 
ages been made, but large addit- 
ional drains have been made upon 
those engaged in farming up to the 
age of forty two. From other oce- 
upations men are being taken up 
to fifty one years of age. ‘The Lon- 


don papers of June 18 contain the 
official warning to those born in 
1867, 1868 and 1869, 

What a shecking offence it is 
for Canadian papers, in the light 
cf these face's regarding the sit- 
uation of the Old Land, to devote 
column after column of its space 
to telling the Canadian farmer 
how much worse he has been trea- 
ted than the British farmer. No 
where in Canada is the offence so 
glaring as in the ease of the Ead- 
monton paper, which went so far 
as to say that ‘‘the English farmer 
is exempt, while the Canadian far- 
mer is conseripted.’’
